these crests and surged through 
these beautiful vales as was tbs in­ 
auguration 
of 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
from the oath of office taken by 
George W ashington as first presi­ 
dent, April 30. 1789. 
If Gettysburg 
was the pivotal point of the Civil 
war, even ta a larger sense was the 
Civil war itself the tragic episode 
upon which balances, in point of 
time, m e life of the republic under 
Its present national organization. 
“The influence of the long stretch 


years is m anifest even in 
the 
ceremonies we observe today. It is 
lacking only thtrtv-one days until 
the seventieth anniversary of the 
storm of battle which broke the se­ 
rene peace of this quiet comm unity. 


Gettysburg joined w ith the nation 
today in honoring the memory of 
soldier dead and paying homage to 
th ase veterans of all wars who have 
so gallantly defended their country 
at home and abroad. 
In the nation-wide observance of 
Memorial Day, G ettysburg was the 
focal point, for It here th a t the 
greatest battle of the civil war was 
fought and here th a t the union was 
preserved.

Washington, May 30—The house 
Monday passed the administration s 
gold claus*1 repealer by a vote of 
283-57 and sent it to the senate. 
The measure 
proposes

validate that portion of all public 
and private 
obligation 
contracts, 
present and future, which specifies 
that the obligations are payable in 
gold. In its place would be written 
a pledge to pay dollar for dollar in 
any coin or currency th at was legal 
tender. 
Defended And Assailed 
Democratic sponsors of the resolu­ 
tion contended it was necessary to 
regularize previous acts taking the 
country off the gold standard, and 
argued that so long as gold clauses 
remained in operation they rendered 
ineffective the power of the govern­ 
ment to create a currency and de­ 
termine the value thereof. 
Republicans answered th at it was 
not only unnecessary but amounted 
to an act of national "repudiation’* 
which would destroy this country’s 
good name 
til rough out the world. 
They said it was an open invitation 
to debtor nations to refuse to pay 
what they owe the United States.

May 30 (APL—W ith­ 
out mentioning his name, the su­ 
preme court in a decision Monday 
by Chief Justice Hughes, to which 
there was no dissent, severely criti­ 
cized Federal Judge jam es A. Lowell, 
of Massachusetts, for his manner of 
handling a narcotic case in which 
Angelo 
Quarcia, 
of 
Somerville, 
Mass., convicted. 
Judge Lowell recently was under 
fire in congress because of an order 
directing 
the 
release 
of 
George 
Crawford, negro, wanted in Virginia 
on a murder charge. 
He said it 
would be useless to send Crawford 
back to be tried in Virginia because f 
negroes would not be included on 
the jury and th at the defendant 
eventually would be freed on that 
account. 
Conduct Probed In Congress 
The house judiciary committee is 
now investigating the jurist's action 
in the Crawford incident, with a 
view toward possble impeachment 
proceedings. 
In the case under review in the 
supreme court, Quercia contended 
his conviction was obtained by Judge 
Lowell’s exceeding the bounds of fair 
comment and argued that the judge 
had committed an error which en­ 
titled him to a new trial. 
Chief Justice Hughes pointed out 
that Judge Lowell in his instructions 
to the jury had said : 
'And now I am going to tell you 
what I think of the defendant’s 
testimony. 
You have noticed, Mr. 
foreman and gentlemen, that he 
wiped his hands during his testi­ 
mony. 
Thought Witness Was I.ring 
“It is a rather curious thing, but 
that is almost always an indication 
of lying. 
Why it should be so we 
don’t know, but that is a fact. 
"I think th at every single word 
that main said, except when he 
agreed with the government’s testi­ 
mony, was a lie." 
Emphasizing the importance of 
instructions by trial judges to the 
jury, and the right of such Judges 
to explain and comment on the evi­ 
dence, the decision declared “this 
privilege of the Judge to comment 
on the facts has its inherent limita­ 
tions.”

THE MONEY STANDARD 


I F m oney is tile h ig h est sta n d ard of value (w hich m any take it to be) 


th en it should buy an y th in g . 
B ut this is not true, for m oney will n o t 
buy happiness. 
I was talking to a friend, who h as ju st retu rn ed from a trip to m any 
foreign countries, an d am ong o th er things in terestin g th a t he told me, 
w as th a t if you h ad m oney you could go anyw here an d do an y th in g — 
and you would be recognized everywhere. 
U nfortunately he was sp eak ­ 
ing m uch tru th . 
B ut why is it th a t so m any people, w ith all th e m oney th a t they can 
use—and m ore—are so very unhappy Some of th e loneliest people I have 
ever talked w ith have been people w ith g reat w ealth. W ith m ost of such 
th e m ere m aking of m oney h as been to them a g rea t gam e- -an d w hen th e 
gam e grew tiresom e, life w ithered for them . 
R ecently I had th e ra re privilege of talking to P rof. W illiam Lyon 
Phelps, th e fam ous an d popular teacher of literatu re in Y ale university. 
He is know n everyw here as "B illy” Phelps, sim ply because he is so deeply 
beloved. 
He h as gath ered thousands upon thousands of friends an d a d ­ 
m irers to his stan d ard , w ho love an d respect him beyond all o th er co n ­ 
siderations. T o place him in a room of m ulti-m illionaires would probably 
m ake th e m u lti-m illionaires m ast envious! 
T h ere is a striking passage in Sam uel B u tler’s “W ay of All F lesh ” 
w here he brings out th e fac t th a t a m an will kill him self w hen he loses 
all his m oney—b u t willl “suffer long, and be kind,” as th e saying goes, 
were he a stran g e r to w ealth and had m erely to face th e h ard te sts of 
life, including sickness an d g rea t suffering. 
T h ere are so m any m ore 
heroes from lack of h e a lth th a n lack of money. 
I w onder why th is is? 
Is it because all our education is pointed in th e w rong direction? 
M oney can never buy respect, character, an appreciation of beauty, 
or th e freedom of one’s conscience. 
It can only p urchase m aterial th in g s 
w hich often contribute tow ard these. 


M O TH ER S OF MEN 
p R A N Z VON PAPEN, of G erm any, gave a speech th e o th er day, an d as 


reported th ro u g h th e U nited Press in th e New Y ork Sun, an d other, 
g rea t new spapers, I quote these extracts. 
‘ T he w orld,” he stated , “wMl 
agree th a t for only a brief period can a g rea t n atio n be robbed by 
m aterial m eans of th e vital rig h ts w hich un d er th e divine law of th in g s 
belonging to it.” 
How can th e “vital rig h ts” of any natio n be robbed thro u g h a d iv in e 
law th a t forever recognizes th e spiritual m eans of m a n -k in d as fa r o u t­ 
w eighing any m aterial m eans? C rush the spiritual m eans of a n a tio n an d 
th a t n atio n no longer exists in freedom ! 
A gain th is von P apen, speaking from M uenster, sta te d ; 
“M o th ers 
m ust give them selves to th e bearing of children an d fa th e rs m u st fall on 
th e battlefield to 
assure a fu tu re for th e ir sons.” 
W h a t fu tu re is th e re 
for 
a 
m o th e r’s 
boy. blow n to bits 
upon th e battlefield? 
A nd w ho a re to 
be th e fath e rs of th e fu tu re if th e ones who now hope an d strive for 
peace an d happiness a re asked to fall in battle, m urdered fo r "m aterial 
m ean s?” 
In H enry th e IV, P a rt I. Act IV, Scene II, F alstaff h a s bfjcn given th e 
com m ission to get an arm y together. T he rich m en (those w ith m aterial 
m eans) paid th e ir way from being d rafted. So F alstaff m ad e a good bit 
of m oney on th e side (his m aterial m eans). 
As a resu lt, h is band w as 
m ade up of a lot of ruffians w ho could not pay th e ir way o u t of m ilitary 
service. P rince H al rem a rk s upon th is fact. H ere is th e q u o tatio n ; 


“P rin ce H al: 
I did never see such p itifu l rascals. 
F alstaff: 
T u t, tu t; good enough to toss; food for pow ­ 
der, food for powder. 
T h ey ’ll fill a p it as well

In th e P ream ble of th e C onstitution of th e U nited S tate s th e re is 
a sta te m en t about th e inalienable rights of th e individual, an d th a t one 
m ost im pressive to m e is th e one m entioned, of “th e p u rsu it of h appiness,” 
W hen a m o th er gives b irth to a boy, she h as a rig h t to expect th a t 
her sufferings an d sacrifices are to be rew arded by h er g ift to tile w orld 
of a son—n o t to be robbed of th a t son by using him as a ta rg e t for gun 
pow der over a dispute betw een selfish m en or n atio n s as to w ho shall 
gain in m aterial m eans. 
And a fa th e r h as a rig h t to expect th a t Ills boy 
shall becom e a definite co n tribution to th e w ell-being a n d progress of th e 
world an d its en rich m en t. 
W ar is organized m u rd er—and n othing else! 
N ot un til th e world 
com pletely d isarm s foregoing all aggression, will th e re be a recovery 
of m aterial m eans, as well as th a t vastly m ore im p o rta n t rig h t of “th e 
pursuit of h ap p in ess.”
